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Small Agenda Presented at 
Township Board Meeting

Despite the Board not meet- 
ing on August 11 th because 
of a lack of quorum, the 
Board faced a light agenda at 
their August 25th meeting. 

The Board did take another 
look at the application made 
by the Grover family to apply 
for the Farmland and Open 
Space Preservation Program. 
This is a program that pro- 
vides certain benefits includ- 

- ing tax breaks if the property 
owner waives some of their 
property rights. 

At a previous Board meet- 

ing the Board had approved 
the application and that 
approval started a 45-day 
period where certain parties 
could object to the applica- 
tion. The Township attorney 
advised they received no 
complaints and the matter 
was before them for final 
approval before sending to 
the State of Michigan for their 
review. 

The attorney said there 
appeared to be a problem 
with the length of time the 
Grover family wanted the 
program to be in affect. He 
said the section in the appli- 
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cation was blank and said the 
Board had three options: 1) 
Approve and move the matter 
to the State of Michigan; 2) 
Deny the application and the 
applicant had ten days to 
appeal or; 3) Table the matter 
until the application clarified 
the matter. This last option 
did not seem viable since the 
Board was under a deadline 
to act. 

Fortunately, | Supervisor 
Mitchell found that one of the 


application indicated 10 years 


so the Board simply applied 
that period to the other appli- 
cations. Also, prior to formal 
Board action Mr. Grover 
arrived at the meeting and he 
confirmed the period was ten 
years. He asked the Board to 
approve the application and 
he said he was in the process 
of looking at another program 
that was currently before the 
state legislature. 

Trustee O’Kelley suggested 
to Mr. Grover that the process 
with the State of Michigan 
would likely take some time 
and he was certain the Grover 
family could withdraw at 
anytime prior to the final state 
action if the Grover family 
decided they wanted to par- 
ticipate in another program. 

The Board approved the 
application and the matter 
will be sent to the State of 
Michigan for their review. 

In another matter, the 
Board was asked to consider 
either the appointment of 
two City of Taylor residents 
to operate the telecommuni- 
cations equipment during the 
taping of Board meetings or 
approval of payment for 
services rendered. It was 
never clear why it was on the 
agenda. 

Trustee O’Kelley asked 
why this matter was before 
them and asked for the histo- 
ry behind it. Supervisor 
Mitchell said he was not sure 
why the matter was before 


them. 


Trustee Carey said she 
understood it was before the 
Board so the two people could 
get paid for working the cam- 
eras on prior occasions. 

All of this seemed to con- 
fuse the Board because gener- 
ally the Telecommunications 
Committee would present 
names of people they would 
like to help with the taping of 
the meetings. The Board 
would approve the names but 
did not approve payments 
under special agenda items 
but under the broad format of 
“bills payable.” 


Trustee Adkins objected to 
the agenda item and made a 
motion to refer the two appli- 
cants from Taylor to the 
Telecommunications Com- 
mission. She suggested they 
should make the recommen- 
dations and also develop a 
policy regarding how the peo- 
ple were chosen to work the 
equipment. She said the 
workers ought to be Huron 
Township residents. Her 


motion passed. 
In another matter the Board 


denied permission to the 
Capitol Improvement Com- 


mittee to use the Historical 
Building for their meetings. 

During public participa- 
tion, Sandi Somers of the 


. Historical Commission and 


the Historical Society urged 
the Board to deny the 
request. She said the build- 
ing had become more of a 
museum than a meeting 
place. She also said she 
thought the Township should 
develop a policy regarding 
the uses of the buildings. The
